Arrangements have been made by the Board of Trade for the 
temporary return to this country, early this year, of His Majesty’s 
Trade Commissioners in Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) and 
New Zealand (Mr. G. H. F. Rolleston) with a view to visiting the 
principal industrial centres of the United Kingdom, and giving 
British manufacturers and merchants an opportunity of consulting 
them with regard to trade conditions and openings in the Dominions 
referred to. Chambers of Commerce and other representative com- 
mercial associations desirous of arranging for such visits should place 
themselves in communication with the Director of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., before the end of January if possible. Arrangements 
have been made for the carrying on of the work of the Trade 
Commissioners’ offices at Melbourne and at Wellington as usual 
during the absence of the Commissioners in this country. 

One of the principal duties of His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if possible in 
advance, any opportunities which may arise in the Dominions in the 
form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way for the develop- 
ment of British trade. ‘The Commissioners also report to the Board 
periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competition and other 
matters of commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties 
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British Trade with Australasia: Visit to the United Kingdom of 
H.M. Trade Commissioners. 








and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes in regard to 
means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and commerce ; and 
thev furnish periodically lists of probable buyers of European 
goods in the Dominions. A good deal of the information 
so furnished is published by the Board’s Intelligence Branch 
in the weekly ‘“ Board of Trade Journal,” some is communi- 
cated to Chambers of Commerce likely to be specially interested 
and to those British firms whose names are inscribed in the 
Special Register of the Intelligence Branch, and some—e.y., lists of 
names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs regulations 
affecting particular matters, and similar information of limited 
interest-—is filed at the Intelligence Branch for the information of 
persons interested who apply, either personally or by letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply directly to all enquiries which 
may be addressed to them directly by British merchants and 
manufacturers. The number of these direct enquiries is increasing 
rapidly, but it is generally desirable that enquiries should be made 
through the Commercial Intelligence Branch (73, Basinghall Street, 
E.C.), which is often in possession of the information sought and 
is thus in a position to save the enquirer much delay. 





HANDBOOK OF THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 
BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE.

The Handbook explains the object for which the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch was originally formed, and enumerates, under 
general headings, the subjects on which the Branch is prepared to 
supply information to British manufacturers and traders, on enquiry, 
either personally or by letter. Particulars will be found in it of the 
sundry samples on view at the Branch, of manufactured articles and 
raw products likely to be of interest to British manufacturers. It 
also contains lists of the principal official returns, trade directories, &c. 
which may be consulted at the Branch; and lists of the British 
Chambers of Commerce established in foreign countries, and of the 
Colonial Trade Enquiry Offices in the United Kingdom. 

The Handbook further contains a statement as to the duties of the 
‘Trade Commissioners who have been appointed by the Board of 
Trade in Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and the Union of South 
Africa, and a list of the local Trade Correspondents in British 
Colonies, together with information as to the work of His Majesty’s 
Commercial Attachés and Consular Officers and their relation to the 
Branch. 

Attention is particularly directed to the system which has been 
adopted for supplying confidential information” (chiefly as to openings 
abroad for British trade) to firms whose names are inscribed in a

COMMERCIAL TRUSTS ACT, 1910, OF NEW ZEALAND. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
copy of a Bill (the “Commercial Trusts Acts, 1910”) for the 
Repression of Monopolies in Trade or Commerce, which has passed 
the House of Representatives, and has been submitted to the 
Legislative Council for its concurrence. 

The Act deals inter alia with the following :—Illegal concessions in 
consideration of exclusive dealing; illegal refusals to deal ; illegal 
monopolies ; sales at prices fixed by a commercial trust; sales by a 
commercial trust. 

The goods to which the Act applies are as follows :—Agricultural 
implements ; coal; meat; flour, oatmeal, and the other products or 
by-products of the milling of wheat or oats; petroleum or other 
mineral oil (including kerosene, naphtha, and the other products or 
by-products of any such oil); sugar; tobacco (including cigars and 
cigarettes).

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


- Russia, Riga—H.M. Consul at Riga (Mr. A. Woodhouse) writes to 
point out the desirability of British exporters to Russia being 
represented in that country by British agents, instead of, as in many 
cases, by foreigners, who may and often do represent Continental 
firms in similar branches of trade. He instances a case in which 
the British Agency in Riga (an Association for furthering British 
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trade interests) wrote to a British firm who were extensively adver- 
tising a speciality for ladies dresses. The reply came that their 
agents in Berlin, giving the name and address, attended to their 
Continental business, so the Berlin agents were written to and a 
request was sent for a list of prices and a set of patterns. The answer 
to this was that their traveller did all the business. 

Mr. Woodhouse adds that there is one thing a group of British 
manufacturers might do, and that is establish jointly a store or 
depét at Riga. It need not be a large one to begin with, but it 
should embrace a fairly complete assortment of articles of general 
requirement. If, say, a score or so of firms agreed to send outa 
small stock and to contribute towards the expenses of a show and 
store room, which would not amount to much, the nucleus of a 
large trade might be established. 





IMPORT TRADE OF NEWFOUNDLAND. 

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at St. John’s (Mr. H. W. Le 
Messurier) has furnished the following statistics of the value of some 
of the principal articles imported into Newfoundland during the 
years ended 30th June, 1908 and 1909, distinguishing the share of 
the imports. supplied by the United Kingdom, Canada, and the United 
States respectively. Mr. Le Messurier states that the articles 
mentioned are principal imports in which the United Kingdom might 
be expected to compete :—

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BROOM INDUSTRY IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) has furnished 
the following particulars regarding the broom industry in the United 
States of America :— 

The “ brush” used for the making of brooms comes largely from 
Illinois, Kansas, Oklahoma and Tennessee; the broom corn brown in 
Illinois is said to be the choicest produced in the world. The crop 
of the United States for 1910 is stated to be sufficient to furnish 
material for the manufacture of forty-two million brooms, of a value 
of about 3,000,000. 

The growing of the broom corn, or ‘“ brush” as it is technically 
called, is very remunerative, although it entails much hard work and 
is said to be, in fact, the hardest of any kind of farming. Owing to 
the fact that the brush growing is restricted to such a small area its 
price is generally very high, growers receiving from 100 dollars to 
390 dollars (about 21/. to 731.) a ton. In the State of Illinois the 
Counties of Coles, Edgar, Douglas and a part of Moultrie form the 
larger portion of the producing belt. Here material for fifteen million 
brooms is grown, the quality being of the highest; such brooms are 
sold at an average of 50 cents (2s. 1d.) retail. The States of Missouri, 
Oklahoma, Tennessee and Arkansas produce an inferior quality of brush 
from which brooms of lower quality are made. Kansas furnishes a fair 
quality of brush, but principally of the dwarf variety used in making 
whisk brooms. The district surrounding Arcola (Illinois) is regarded 
as supplying the choicest brush. It is stated ‘hat the broom corn is 
peculiar to certain soils and will not flourish as a general rule where 
Indian corn is grown. In Illinois, farms devoted to the cultivation of 
broom corn range in size from 10 to 100 acres, the total acreage 
being from 30,000 to 50,000. The cost of growing broom corn is 
far in excess of that of growing ordinary Indian corn. In order to 
cultivate and harvest broom corn of the highest grade it is important 
to build sheds for the storage of the crop. Peculiar threshing outfits 
also have to be used. While the crop is cultivated very much in the 
same manner as Indian corn, it develops much faster. it is planted 
shortly after Indian corn, but is gathered during the latter part of 
September and the early part of October. After the brush is threshed 
it is placed in the sheds, where it is seasoned, and is later made 
into bales averaging about 300 lbs. each. 

The art of broom making is .mple and requires but few tools. The 
brush is first sorted and gathered into a bunch of the size necessary 
for the grade of broom being made. It is then shaped on the handle 
and bound with wire. A huge sewing machine then puts in the 
stitches about half-way down the length of the brush or at the padded 
or thicker end. Then the brush is put under a sharp knife and 
trimmed to a square edge. ‘The handles are labelled and the brooms 
packed in dozen or half-dozen lots for market. Formerly all the work 
of making brooms was accomplished by hand, but now manufacturers 
are using machines which turn out hundreds of brooms a day. 

The second largest broom factory in the country is situated at 
Evansville (Indiana), where between six and seven thousand brooms 
are turned out every working day of the year. Another big factory 
is situated at Paris (Illinois), near Terre Haute, where also large 
quantities of brooms are manufactured. There are other smaller 
factories at Amsterdam (New York), Lincoln (Nebraska), and Jackson 
(Michigan). (C. 9,879.)

other port of entry mentioned in a Proclamation which may be issued 
by the Governor-General prescribing ports of entry for plants. 

Regulations are also laid down regarding the prohibition of the 
introduction of certain plants absolutely or subject to restrictions, and 
of all plants without a permit. 

The Bill also proposes to prohibit the importation from any place 
oversea into the Union of the following :— 

(a) Bees or their larvee or eggs. 

(b) Honey, used bee-hives, used bee-hive accessories or appliances, 
or any things which have been used to contain or manipulate 
bees, honey, or beeswax. 

(c) Beeswax, without a permit issued by the Department of 
Agriculture in accordance with regulations and subject to 
such conditions and restrictions as may be therein prescribed. 

The Governor-General is empowered by the Bill, from time to time, 
by proclamation in the “Gazette,” to prohibit the importation into 
the Union of any particular class of exotic animals, the introduction 
whereof appears to him to be dangerous, harmful, or undesirable.

AUSTRIA~HUNGARY—SERVIA. 


With reference to the notice at pp. 591-2 of the “ Board of Trade 
ee Journal” for the 22nd September respecting the 
Treaty Commercial Treaty between Austria-Hungary and 
Servia signed at Belgrade on the 14th/27th July 
last, the Board of Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign Office, 
of a copy of the Treaty in question. It provides for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards import duties, whilst two 
schedules (Tariffs A and B) annexed to the Treaty, specify, respec- 
tively, the maximum duties leviable on certain Austro-Hungarian 
products on importation into Servia, and on certain Servian products 
on importation into Austria-Hungary. 

The Treaty is to come into operation the day following the exchange 
of ratifications, and is to remain in force until the 3lst December, 
1917. If not denounced one year prior to the expiration of that 
period, it will remain in force until one year after denunciation by 
either Contracting Party. 

The Treaty has not yet been ratified, and from information which 
has been received, through the Foreign Office, from H.M. Chargé 
d’Affaires at Belgrade, it appears unlikely that it can come into force 
before the 20th January at the earliest. 

The following statement shows the reductions of the present Austro- 
Hungarian tariff duties which are provided for by the Treaty. These 
reduced duties will be applicable to similar British goods when the 
Treaty comes into force, in virtue of the most-favoured-nation clause 
of the Commercial Treaty between the United Kingdom and Austria- 
Hungary of 1876:—

BELGIUM.

23rd December on the Belgian pig iron market, 
Pig Iron Market. there has been increased activity in the production 

of pig iron recently, owing to the installation of 
two additional furnaces by the ‘Forges de Clabecq” works; but 
as other works will shortly have to close down some furnaces 
temporarily, on account of repairs, no great increase in production is 
expected in the near future. The production of pig iron in 
Belgium for 1910 is estimated at 1,638,000 metric tons, as compared 
with 1,430,000 tons for 1909. It appears also that during the first 11 
months of this year there was an increase in the imports of pig iron 
into Belgium of 180,000 metric tons over the corresponding period of 
last year. This increase in imports has tended to weaken Belgian

12°48 bushels per acre in 1909-10. The area under the cultivation 
of oats, which was 73,342 acres in 1909-10, is expected to decrease 
by 4,077 acres, and the yield, which was 1,248,162 bushels in 
1909-10, to decrease by 126,297 bushels. (29,971.)

Croker 
Island, with an area of 126 square miles, contains a large area of land 
suitable for the cultivation of upland rice, Ceara rubber, tobacco, 
coconuts, cotton, and sisal hemp. 





SOUTH AFRICA,

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS). 


The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Consul-General at Manila (Mr. G. H. Phipps) on the trade of the 
Philippine Islands in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


These islands are now the largest producer of copra, and have 
been producing latterly about one-fourth of the 
world’s supply. Copra has risen steadily in price, 
principally owing to the increasing demand for it 
for commercial purposes. itis now extensively used for the production 
of edible fats, artificial butter and other products. Another factor in 
bringing about the enhanced price of copra has been the shortage of 
fats of all kinds, due to the dearness of lard and the great increase in 
the cost of cotton-seed oil, which has largely been used in the place of 
lard. There is also an increasing demand for coconut oil, and as the 
climate of the Philippine islands is peculiarly suitable for the growth 
of the coconut tree the industry offers great possibilities for the 
future.

The remarkable revival in 
the gold-mining industry resulting from rich 
discoveries at the famous ‘ Bullfinch” Mine and other places, the 
large prospective harvest of grain, and the increasing population are 
all factors which indicate prosperous times in the coming year. 
Agricultural and horticultural developments are proceeding satis- 
factorily, and an export of between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 bushels 
of wheat is expected, as well as of a considerable quantity of fruit of 
prime quality. The wool clip has been a good one and has realised 
satisfactory prices; trade generally is improving and promises in 
the near future to be increasingly brisk.

It may be noted that for 1909 (and following years), the figures of 
Volumes [. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports 
and countries of final destination for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given 
as mentioned ahove, on the same basis as those hithertu published in 
the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace 
the details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a 
further limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
so registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription tothe “ Board of 
Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase in the number of names inscribed, 
and in the amount of information distributed has, however, rendered 
it necessary to make a small charge for the service, and accordingly 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
Ist April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., 
for the service, including the supply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 
Circular letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).
